For purposes of this Section, an insurance producer shal

be deened to have agreed to act primarily for one conpany or

a qroup of affiliated i nsurance conpanies if the producer (i)

receives 75% or nore of his or her insurance related
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commissions from one conpany or a gqgroup of affiliated

conpanies or (ii) places 75% or nore of his or her policies

with one conpany or a group of affiliated conpanies.

Nothing in this Section prohibits an insurance conpany,

with respect to any itens herein, fromconveying to the

insured or the registered firm any additional benefits or

ownership rights including, but not limted to, the ownership

of expirations on any policy issued or the inposition of

further restrictions on the insurance conpany's use of the

i nsured's personal infornation.
